PAYMENT  OF  COMPENSATION  BENEFITS  FOR  ACCIDENTAL  TOJURIES 
SUSTAINED  BY  DULY  ENROLLED  CIVIL  DEFENSE  VOLUl'ITEERS 


PART  I - GENERAL  Il^OPmTiai 


la  Section  12,1  of  the  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense  Act  of  195li 
P,L,  28,  as  amended,  provides  for  the  payment  of  compensation  benefits  to 
duly  enrolled  civil  defense  volunteers  accidentally  injured  irhile  engaged 
in  civil  defense  or  disaster  training,  test  or  operational  activities. 

The  legally  prescribed  amounts  of  these  benefits  are: 

(a)  A sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  (^1^00)  for  accidental 
injury  directly  causing  or  leading  to  death; 

(b)  A sum  not  to  exceed  seven  hundred  fifty  dollars  ($7^0) 
for  reimbursement  for  medical  and  hospital  expenses 
associated  with  accidental  injury}  and 

(c)  Weekly  payments  of  twenty-five  dollars  ($25)>  beginning 
on  the  eighth  day  of  disability  and  continuing  for  not 
more  than  twenty-six  weeks,  for  disability  directly  a- 
rising  from  accidental  injury  rendering  the  individual 
totally  incapable  of  folloTm.ng  his  normal  gainful  pursuits* 

2,  The  principal  legal  restrictions  governing  payment  of  the  bene- 
fits mentioned  in  Paragraph  1,  immediately  above,  are: 

(a)  Payments  may  be  made  only  to  individuals  who,  prior  to  the 
time  of  injury,  have  been  duly  enrolled  in  the  State,  or  a 
county  or  local,  civil  defense  organization; 

(b)  Payments  may  be  made  only  to  individuals  who  are  not 
eligible  to  receive  benefits  under  the  Workmen's  Compen- 
sation Law  for  accidental  inj'iry  sustained  while  engaged 
in  civil  defense  or  disaster  training,  test  or  operational 
activities;  and 

(c)  Payments  may  be  made  only  for  accidental  injuries  sustained 
while  actually  engaged  in  civil  defense  or  disaster  train- 
Ing  activities,  or  in  or  en  route  to  and  from  civil  defense 
or  disaster  tests  or  operations,  all  as  may  be  specifically 
authorized  by  the  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense, 


3*  Payme^  of  the  compensation  benefits  mentJ#led  in  Paragraphs  1 
and  2,  above,  is  subject  to  official  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense  Rules 
and  Regulations  Governing  Payment  of  Corapansation  Benefits  for  Accidental 
Injuries  Sustained  by  Duly  Enrolled  Civil  Defense  Volunteers,  dated  April  2, 
19^7*  An  authenticated  copy  of  these  Rules  and  Regulations  is  here'vri.th 
provided  all  County  and  Local  Uivil  Defense  Directors  for  official  use. 


PART  II  - DIGEST  OF  KEY  RBGUUTIONS 
Ii#  In  view  of  highly  important  administrative  responsibilities 
associated  with  the  compensation  program,  all  County  and  Local  Civil  De- 
fense Directors  strongly  are  urged  carefully  to  study  and  become  fully 
familiar  Td-th  details  of  the  official  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense  Rules 
and  Regulations  Governing  Payment  of  Conpencation  Benefits  fcr  Accidental 
Injuries  Sustained  by  Duly  Enrolled  Civil  Defense  Volunteers,  dated  April  2, 
1957*  The  following  digest  of  key  regulations  is  presented  simply  as  a 
matter  of  convenience, 

(a)  Enrollment  of  Personnel  (Section  I A),  State  Council  of 
Civil  Defense  Inforraation  Circular  No,  70,  dated  April  29, 
1956’  and  entitled  ’’Official  Enrollment  of  Civil  Defense 
Personnel,”  prescribes  the  details  to  be  followed  in  the 
enrollment  of  all  civil  defense  personnel, 

(b)  Filing  of  Test  and  Training  Authorj.zation  Requests  (Sec- 
tion II  A,  3','  C and"  P)»  The  official  State  Council  of 
Civil  Defense  Tesu  and  Training  Authorization  Request  forms 
(Forms  SCCD-*Till«l  and  SCCD-TAR^^2)  cariy  detailed  instmic- 
tions  concerning  their  preparation  and  submission,  (l^iimeo- 
graphed  copies  of  the  two  forms  are  furnished  in  six-sheet 
sets,  including  five  sheets  marked  ’’face”  and  one  marked 
’’reverse,”  On  these  particular  forms,  filing  instructions 
appear  only  on  those  sheets  marked  ’’reverse,”  Printed  forms 
currently  on  order  will  carry  general  information  and  in- 
structions on  the  reverse  side  of  each  sheet,) 

( c ) Filing  of  Accident  Reports  and  Compensation  Claims  (Sec- 
tion III  A and  'b)T  Duly  enfblieci  ci’vi.l  defense  volunteers 
who  may  elect  to  file  claims  for  compensation  benefits  for 
accidental  injuries  are  required,  if  pl^sically  able  to  do 
so,  to  submit  ’’letter  reports”  of  injuries  sustained  to  the 
State  Director  of  Civil  Defense  within  thirty  (30)  days 
immediately  following  injuiy.  In  the  event  that  the  injured 
individual  should  lose  his  life  or  oGhen-rise  be  rendered 
physically  unable  to  submit  the  required  report,  the  Director 
of  that  county  or  local  civil  defense  organization  in  which 
the  injured  Individual  was  enrol].ed  shall  be  responsible  for 
submission  of  the  required  "letter  report,”  acting  for  and 

on  behalf  cf  the  injiired  individuaio  Upon  receipt  of  each 
"letter  report”  of  injury  sustained,  the  State  Director  of 
Civil  Defense  promptly  will  furnish  each  individual  filing 
such  a report  with  copies  of  the  official  State  Council  of 
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civil  Defense  form  "Compensation  Clain^  Accidental  Injury 
Sustained  by  Duly  Enrolled  Civil  Defense  Volunteer"  (Form 
SCCD-AIC-1),  together  with  general  information  and  instruc- 
tions relating  to  the  filing  of  compensation  claims.  All 
formal  claims  for  compensation  must  be  filed  within  eight  (8) 
months  immediately  follo'vring  injury* 

(d)  Payment  of  Compensation  Benefits  (Section  IV  C and  E)»  Pay- 
menls  oi  compensation  benefits  made  under'  the  provisions  of 
Section  12 «1  of  the  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense  Act  of 
19^1^  P«L,  28,  as  amended,  legally  may  be  made  only  to  the 
injured  individuals,  or  to  their  respective  estates  in  the 
case  of  fatal  injuries.  Individuals  entitled  to  and  re— 
ceiving  such  benefits  shall  be  responsible  for  the  settle- 
ment of  any  and  all  obligations  for  medical,  hospital  and 
other  expenses  incurred  in  connection  with  the  treatment  of 
injuries  sustained.  In  view  of  the  fact  last  mentioned, 
injured  individuals  carefully  should  refrain  from  making 
statements  to  the  effect  thjat,  "The  State  will  take  care 
of  the  billT*^ 

5*  In  view  of  the  importance  of  the  accidental  injury  compensation 
program,  all  County  and  Local  Civil  Defense  Directors  strongly  are  urged 
to  arrange  for  full  discussion  of  all  details  of  the  program  at  early 
meetings  of  their  respective  organizations.  In  these  discussions,  par- 
ticular emphasis  should  be  placed  on  the  importance  of  submission  of 
written  test  and  training  authorization  requests* 


PART  III  - RELATED  INFORMaTION 

6,  All  County  and  Local  Civil  Defense  Directors  previously  have  been 
furnished  copies  of  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense  Information  Circular 
No*  70,  dated  April  29,  1956  and  relating  to  the  enrollment  of  civil  de- 
fense personnel.  Official  enrollment  is,  of  course,  a legal  requirement 
for  eligibility  to  receive  compensation  for  accidental  injuries  sustained 
while  engaged  in  civil  defense  or  disaster  training,  test  or  operational 
activities* 

7 9-  One  (1)  copy  each  of  the  official  Test  and  Training  Authorization 
Request  forms  (Forms  SCCD-TAR-1  and  SCCD-TAR-2)  is  hereto  attached  for 
information  purposes.  In  addition,  all  Area  and  County  Civil  Defense 
Directors  currently  are  being  furnished  bulk  supplies  of  each  form  as 
mimeographed.  Printed  supplies  will  be  furnished  to  the  same  individuals 
just  as  soon  as  available, 

8,  Because  of  unavoidable  waste  necessarily  resulting  from  bulk  dis- 
tribution of  Test  and  Training  Authorization  Request  forms  (Forms  SCCD-TAR-1 
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and  SCCD-TAR-2)  to  all  Local  Civil  Defense  Directors,  the  State  Council 
of  Civil  Defense  will  wake  no  such  distribution  of  these  particular  forma# 
Local  Directors  consequently  viill  be  required  either  to  obtain  forms  for 
their  use  from  their  respective  County  Directors,  or  to  prepare  facsimile 
forms  for  their  own  use*  County  Directors  may,  of  course,  obtain  added 
supplies  of  forms  from  their  respective  Area  Directors* 

9*  Due  to  continuing  advances  in  the  general  development  of  civil 
defense  operational  plans,  the  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense  has  deemed 
the  promulgation  and  adoption  of  formal  rules  and  regulations  governing 
the  conduct  of  civil  defense  and  disaster  training,  test  and  operational 
activities  cuixently  undesirable*  In  the  absence  of  such  rules  and  regula- 
ti<wis,  County  and  Local  Civil  Defense  Directors  will  be  required,  in  the 
conduct  of  county  and  local  training,  test  and  operational  activities,  to 
exercise  only  such  measures  of  control  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  adequately 
to  provide  for  the  protection  of  human  life  and  property^  including  both 
that  of  all  participants  and  of  the  public  at  large*

GOVERNING  PAYTffiNT  OF  CCIIPENSATION  BENEFITS  FCR  ACCIDENTAL 


INJURIES  SUSTAINED  BY  DULY  ENROLLED  CIVIL  DEFENSE  VOLUNTEERS 


WHEREAS  Section  12,1  of  the  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense  Act 
of  19^1f  P.L,  28,  as  amended,  provides  that  all  duly  enrolled  civil  defense 
volunteers  who  are  not  eligible  to  receive  benefits  under  the  Workmen’s 
Compensation  Law  shall  be  entitled,  except  during  a state  of  war  or  period 
of  armed  conflict  within  the  continental  limits  of  the  United  States,  to 
certain  benefits  relating  to  injuries  sustained  while  actually  engaged  in 
civil  defense  or  disaster  training  activities,  or  in  or  en  route  to  and 
from  civil  defense  or  disaster  tests  or  operations,  authorized  by  the  State 
Council  of  Civil  Defense  and  carried  out  in  accordance  with  rules  and  orders 
promulgated  and  adopted  by  the  said  Councilj 

NCW,  THEREFORE,  the  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense,  under  authority 
provided  in  Section  H of  the  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense  Act  of  19^1, 

P,L,  28,  as  amended,  hereby  formally  adopts  the  following! 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

GOVERNING  PAYI'-IENT  CF  COMPENSATION  BENEFITS  FOR  ACCIDENTAL 
INJURIES  SUSTAH'IED  BY  DULY  ENROLLED  CIVIL  DEFENSE  VOLUNTEERS 

SECTION  I,  DEFINITIONS.  For  administrative  purposes,  the  definitions 
listed  immediately  below  shall  obtain  to  the  indicated  terms  and  phrases 
appearing  in  Section  12,1  of  the  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense  Act  of 
19^1,  P,L«  28,  as  amended, 

A,  The  term  "duly  enrolled  civil  defense  volunteer"  shall  be  taken 

to  mean  only  those  persons  who,  prior  to  the  time  of  injury,  shall: 
1,  Have  taken  a loyalty  oath  of  the  type  prescribed  by 

Section  12  of  the  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense  Act  of 
19^1,  P»L,  28,  as  amended,  and  by  Section  U03  (b)  of 
the  Federal  Civil  Defense  Act  of  19^0,  Public  Law  920, 
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8lst  Congress  - 2d  Session,  xvhich  oath  shall  have  been 
filed  in  accordance  with  instructions  prescribed  by  the 
State  Director  of  Civil  Defensej 
2*  Have  been  issued,  in  accordance  with  instructions  pre- 
scribed by  the  State  Director  of  Civil  Defense,  an  official 
civil  defense  persor-al  identification  card  of  the  type 
furnished  by  the  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense^  and 
3«  Have  had  their  names  entered  on  an  Official  List  of  Duly 
Enrolled  Civil  Defense  Volunteers,  Form  SCCD-OEL-1, 
vrhich  list  shall  have  been  prepared  and  filed  in  accord- 
ance with  instructions  prescribed  by  the  State  Director 
of  Civil  Eci'ersci 

B*  The  terra  ’’not  eligible  J:o_roeeive  benef It'^urdor  tie  Workmen’s 
Compensation  Law'’  shall  be  taken  to  mean  duly  enrolled  civil  de- 
fense volunteers  who  are  for  any  reason  ineligJ.ble  to  receive 
benefits  under  the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Law  for  accidental  in- 
juries sustained  while  engaged  in  civil  defense  or  disaster  train- 
ing, test  or  operstj.onal  activities, 

C«  The  term  ’’state  of  war”  shall  be  taken  to  mean  any  and  all  periods 
during  which  a formal  declaration  of  war  may  be  in  effect  between 
the  United  States  of  America  and  any  other  nation,  or  nations, 

D,  The  term  ’’period  of  armed  conflict”  shall  be  taken  to  mean  any 
and  all  periods  during  which  the  military  forces,  or  the  people, 
of  the  United  States  of  America  are  engaged  in  armed  conflict 
xfith,  or  subjected  to  actual  attack  by,  representatives  of  any 
other  nation,  or  nations o 

E,  The  term  ’’benefits  relating  to  injuries  sustained”  shall  be  taken 
to  mean  only  those  specific  benefits  prescribed  by  law,  namely: 

1,  A sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  (0l5OO)  for  accidental 
injury  directly  causing  or  leading  to  death j 

2,  A sum  not  to  exceed  seven  hundred  fifty  dollars 
for  reimbursement  for  medical  and  hospital  expenses 
associated  with  accidental  injury;  and 
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3*  Weekly  payments  of  twenty-five  d^lare  (sp2^),  beginning 
on  the  eighth  day  of  disability  and  continuing  for  not 
more  than  twenty-six  weeks,  for  disability  directly 
arising  from  accidental  injury  rendering  the  individual 
totally  Incapable  of  following  his  normal  gainful  pursuits 

F,  The  term  ”while  actually  engaged  in  civil  defense  or  disaster 
training  activities'^  shall  be  taken  to  mean  only  those  periods 
during  which  duly  enrolled  civil  defense  volunteers  (Subsection  A, 
above)  are  actually  engaged  in  authorized  (Subsection  H,  below) 
classroom,  laboratory  or  field  training  activities  carried  out 
under  the  immediate  supervision  of  a formally  designated  instructor 
or  instructors.  (The  term  does  not  include  routine  ”in  service,” 
or  ”on  the  Job,”  activities,  such  as  school  traffic  direction  or 
attendance  at  fires.  Also  excluded  are  periods  during  which 
volunteers  may  be  preparing  to  undergo  training,  en  route  to  or 
fr-5m  training  sites  or  areas,  billeted  for  training,  or  otherwise 
not  actually  engaged  in  classroom,  laboratory  or  field  training 
activities. ) 

G.  The  term  "tests”  shall  be  taken  to  mean  tests,  drills  and  exer- 
cises designed  to  test  the  ability  of  civil  defense  volunteers 
and  organizations  to  carry  out  their  assigned  duties  and  res- 
ponsibilities. 

H#  The  term  "operations"  shall  be  taken  to  mean  emergency  action 
aimed  at  the  protection  of  life  and  property, 

I.  The  term  "authorized”  shall  be  taken  to  mean  specifically  ordered, 
called  or  approved  by  the  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense. 


SECTION  II.  AUTHCRIZATIOH  REQUIP-SHE'KTS.  The  regulations  set  forth  imme- 
diately below  shall  govern  the  legally  required  authorization  of  civil  de- 
fense and  disaster  training,  test  and  operational  activities  by  the  State 
Council  of  Civil  Defense, 

A,  Compensation  benefits  shall  be  paid  only  to  duly  enrolled  civil 
defense  volunteers  accidentally  injured  while  engaged  in  civil 
defense  or  disaster  training,  test  or  operational  activities 
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specifically  authorized  by  the  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense, 

B»  Civil  defense  and  disaster  training  activities  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  authorized  only  in  the  event  that: 

lo  A qualified  employee  of  the  State  Council  of  Civil  De- 
fense, or  of  any  other  Cotninonwealth  or  federal  depart- 
ment or  agency  cooperating  in  a program  specifically 
approved  by  the  said  Council,  shall  be  designated  and 
actively  serving  as  instructor  of  the  activities j or 

2*  An  official  Training  Authorization  Request,  Form  SCCD-TAR-2, 
covering  each  specific  course,  or  series  of  similar  courses 
or  activity  programs  to  be  carried  out  during  a single 
calendar  year,  shall  be  prepared,  submitted  to  and  approved 
by  the  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense  prior  to  initiation 
of  the  said  course  or  programs,  in  accordance  Hith  in»* 
structions  prescribed  by  the  State  Director  of  Ci'.dl  De- 
fense, 

C#  Civil  defense  and  disaster  tests  shall  be  deemed  to  be  authorized 
only  in  the  event  that: 

Im  The  tests  shall  be  ordered,  or  called,  by  the  State 
Council  of  Civil  Defense;  or 

2,  An  offioial  Test  Authoria^it'.i.on  Request,  Foist  SCCD-TAR-l, 
covering  each  spef;ifj.o  test  shaj.l  be  picpc-nsd,  subin  tted 
to  and  approved  by  the  State  Counci],  of  Civj.l  Defense 
prior  to  initiation  of  the  said  test,  in  accordance  T-hLth 
instructions  prescribed  hy  the  State  Director  of  Civil 
Defense, 

D*  Civil  defense  and  disaster  operations  shall  be  deemed  to  be  author- 
ized only  in  the  event  that  duly  enrolled  civil  defense  volunteers 
shall  be: 

1,  Officially  ordered,  or  called,  to  emergency  duty  by  the 
State  Director  of  Civil  Defense;  or 

2,  Officially  ordered,  or  called,  to  duty  by  the  executive 
officer,  or  governing  body,  of  their  respective  political

subdivisions  to  meet  the  threat  of  an  emergency  vjhich 
shall  be  specifically  deemed  by  the  said  executive  of- 
ficer, or  governing  body,  to  be  of  such  severity  or  mag- 
nitude as  to  warrant  the  use  of  civil  defense  persoruiel 
essential,, 

SECTION  III,  FILING  CF  REPORTS  AMD  SUBMISSION  OF  FORMAL  CUB 5.  The  reg- 
ulations set  forth  immediately  below  shall  govern  the  filing  of  reports  of 
accidental  injuries  sustained  by  duly  enrolled  civil  defense  volunteers  and 
the  submission  of  claims  for  compensation  therefor* 

A,  Any  duly  enrolled  civil  defense  volunteer  X'^ho  may  elect  to  make 
claim  for  compensation  for  accidental  injury  sustained  while  en- 
gaged in  authorized  civil  defense  or  disaster  training,  test  or 
operational  activities  shall,  if  physically  able  to  do  so: 

1*  Notify  the  State  Director  of  Civil  Defense  of  the  date, 
place,  manner  and  nature  of  injuiy  and  request  official 
forms  and  instructions  relating  to  the  filing  of  formal 
claim  for  compensation  therefor,  the  said  notice  and 
request  to  be  submitted  in  letter  form  -within  thirty  (30) 
days  immediately  following  injury;  and 
2,  File  with  the  State  Director  of  Civil  Defense  a formal, 
notarized  Compensation  Claim  - Accidental  Injuiy  Sustained 
by  Duly  Enrolled  Civil  Defense  Volunteer,  Form  SCCD-AIC-1 
(blank  form  and  instructions  for  filing  will  be  furnished 
by  the  State  Director  of  Civil  Defense  upon  receipt  of 
request  filed  in  accordance  xdth  Subsection  A 1,  imme- 
diately above),  together  with  all  required  supporting 
documents,  the  said  claim  to  be  filed  within  eight  (8) 
months  immediately  following  injury. 

B,  In  the  event  that  any  duly  enrolled  civil  defense  volunteer  en- 
gaged in  authorized  civil  defense  or  disaster  training,  test  or 
operational  activities  shall  sustain  accidental  injury  directly 
causing  or  leading  to  death,  or  otherwise  rendering  the  volunteer 
physically  incapable  of  filing  an  accident  report  and  compensation 
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claim,  the  Director  of  that  civil  defense  organization  in  i-jhich 
the  injured  volunteer  was  enrolled  shall  be  responsible,  acting 
for  and  on  behalf  of  the  injured  volunteer,  for  notifying  the 
State  Director  of  Civil  Defense  of  the  injury  sustained  and  for 
filing  formal  claim  for  compensation  therefor,  in  the  general  man- 
ner prescribed  in  Subsections  A 1 and  2,  immediately  above, 

Co  Failure  to  file  written  notice  of  injury  and  formal  claim  for 
compensation  in  the  manner  and  within  the  time  limits  sot  forth 
in  Subsections  A and  B,  immediately  above,  shall  be  deemed  due 
and  sufficient  cause  for  refusal  to  pay  compensation  benefits  to 
a duly  enrolled  civil  defense  volunteer  accidentally  injured  in 
authorized  civil  defense  or  disaster  training,  test  or  operational 
activities* 

SECTION  IV  o PROCESS  IMG  OF  CUIIB  AND  PAYMENT  OF  BENEFITS.  The  regulations 
set  forth  immediately  below  shall  govern  the  processing  of  claims  for  com- 
pensation and  the  payment  of  benefits  thereunder* 

A*  As  a guide  to  be  followed  in  effecting  due,  just  and  legally  per- 
missible settlement  on  formally  filed  Compensation  Claims  - Acci- 
dental Injury  Sustained  ty  Duly  Enrolled  Civil  Defense  Volunteer, 
Form  SCCD-AIC-1,  the  State  Director  of  Civil  Defense  shall  submit 
all  such  claims,  together  with  all  supporting  documents  and  other 
evidence  submitted  by  the  claimants,  to  the  Bureau  of  Uorkmen's 
Compensation  of  the  Department  of  Labor  and  Industry  for  review 
and  recommendation.  The  said  Bureau  shall  make  formal  report  of 
its  findings  on  Review  of  Compensation  Claim  - Accidental  Injury 
Sustained  by  Duly  Enrolled  Civil  Defense  Volunteer,  Form  SCCD-AIC-2j 
B,  Based  on  detailed  examination  of  each  formally  filed  Compensation 
Claim,  Form  SCCD-AIC-1,  together  with  due  consideration  of  per- 
tinent recommendation  made  by  the  Bureau  of  Workmen’s  Compensation 
as  required  by  Subsection  A,  immediately  above,  the  State  Council 
of  Civil  Defense  shall  fix  the  total  amount  of  the  due,  just  and 
legally  permissible  benefits  to  be  paid  each  duljr  enrolled  civil 
defense  volunteer  in  compensation  for  accidental  injury  sustained

E*  Duly  enrolled  civil  defense  volunteers  entitled  to  and  receiving 
compensation  benefits  for  accidental  injuries  sustained  while 
engaged  in  authorized  civil  defense  or  disaster  training,  test 
or  operational  activities  shall  be  responsible  for  the  settle- 
ment of  any  and  all  obligations  for  medical,  hospital  and  other

INFORInATION  Ai>]D  IiMSTHUCTIONS 


General  Information 


Section  12.1  of  the  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense  Act  of  1951,  P.L,  28,  as 
amended,  entitles  all  duly  enrolled  civil  defense  volunteers  who  are  not  eligible 
to  receive  benefits  under  the  i/'/orkmen's  Compensation  Law  to  certain  benefits  re- 
lating to  accidental  injuries  sustained  while  actually  engaged  in,  or  en  route  to 
and  from,  civil  defense  and  disaster  tests  authorized  by  the  State  Council  of 
Civil  Defense  and  carried  out  in  accordance  with  rules  and  orders  promulgated  and 
adopted  by  the  Council, 

In  the  case  of  those  statev/ide,  area  or  other  civil  defense  and  disaster  tests 
specifically  ordered,  or  called,  by  representatives  of  the  State  Council  of  Civil 
Defense,  the  provisions  of  law  cited  immediately  above  become  ’’automatically 
effective”  and  all  duly  enrolled  civil  defense  volunteers  are  ’’automatically” 
entitled  to  compensation  for  accidental  injury,  as  provided  by  the  Act.  On  the 
other  hand,  in  the  case  of  those  county  and  local  civil  defense  and  disaster  tests 
ordered,  or  called,  by  county  or  local  civil  defense  officials,  participating 
volunteers  are  entitled  to  the  legally  prescribed  accidental  injury  oenefits  only 
in  the  everr,  that  the  tests  previously  shall  have  been  specifically  authorized  by 
the  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense. 

Responsibility  for  obtaining  the  authorization  required  to  provide  for  payment 
of  legally  prescribed  accidental  injury  benefits  for  volunteers  participating  in 
civil  defense  or  disaster  tests  ordered,  or  called,  by  county  or  local  civil 
defense  officials,  shall  rest  vrLth  the  County  and  Local  Civil  Defense  Directors 
ordering,  or  calling,  such  tests.  County  and  Local  Directors  shall  use  this  form 
for  the  submission  of  all  Test  nuthorization  Requests.  The  fora  shall  be  prepared 
and  filed  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  listed  below. 

Instructions 


1,  All  requests  shall  be  filed  by  County  or  Local  Directors  at  least  ten  (10) 
days  prior  to  the  scheduled  date  of  test, 

2,  All  information  shall  be  typewritten  or  printed  with  pen  and  ink, 

3,  For  local  tests.  Local  Directors  shall  complete  an  original  and  four  (4) 
copies  of  this  form.  The  original  and  three  (3)  copies  shall  be  forwarded 
to  the  County  Director  for  recommendation.  The  fourth  copy  is  for  local 
file.  Where  local  tests  involve  active  participation  by  civil  defense 
organizations  representing  two,  or  more,  political  subdivisions,  each 
participating  organization  shall  file  a separate  authorization  regue st , 
listing  the  names  of  a].l  other  participating  organizations. 

4,  Upon  receipt  of  each  local  request,  the  County  Director  shall  make 
recommendation  concerning  its  approval;  shall  forward  the  original  and 
two  (2)  copies  to  the  Area  Director;  and  hold  one  (l)  copy  for  file. 

5,  For  county-wide  tests,  the  County  Director  shall  prepare  the  single  re- 
quest required  for  such  tests.  This  shall  consist  of  an  original  and 
three  (3)  completed  copies  of  this  form.  The  original  and  two  (2)  copies 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  area  Director  for  action.  The  third  copy  is 
for  county  file.  Vtliere  two,  or  more,  counties  jointly  participate  in  a 
test  each  on  a county-wide  basis,  each  participating  county  shall  file 

a separate  authorization  request,  listing  the  name  of  other  participating 
counties. 


State  Council  of  Civil  Defense  Area  Directors  pramptly  will  notify  the  re- 
questing County  or  Local  Director  of  the  action  taken  on  each  Test  Authorization 
Request  by  return  of  the  fully  completed  fora.  Unless  specifically  notified  to 
the  contrary.  County  Directors  may  assume  that  all  local  requests  submitted  through 
their  respective  offices  have  been  approved, 

NOTE:  In  the  interest  of  public  safety,  all  Directors  ordering,  or  calling,  county 

and  local  civil  defense  and  disaster  tests  must  provide  for  due  notice  and  proper 
publicity  relating  to  all  such  tests.  Remember,  non-enrcllt d volunteers  and  members 
of  the  general  public  are  not  entitled  to  compensation  for  accidental  injury.

General  Information 


Section  12,1  of  the  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense  Act  of  1951,  P.L,  28,  as 
amended,  entitles  all  duly  enrolled  civil  defense  volunteers  who  are  not  eligible 
to  receive  benefits  under  the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Law  to  certain  benefits  re- 
lating to  accidental  injuries  sustained  while  actually  engaged  in  (but  not  en 
route  to  or  from  or  at  other  times)  civil  defense  and  disaster  training  activities 
authorized  by  the  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense  and  carried  out  in  accordance 
with  rules  and  orders  promulgated  and  adopted  by  the  Council, 

In  the  case  of  training  activities  for  which  a qualified  employee  of  the  State 
Council  of  Civil  Defense,  or  of  any  other  Commonwealth  or  federal  department  or 
agency  cooperating  in  a program  specifically  approved  by  the  said  Council,  has 
been  designated  and  is  serving  as  instructor,  the  provisions  of  law  cited  above 
become  ’’automatically  effective”  and  all  duly  enrolled  volunteers  participating 
in  the  training  are  "automatically”  entitled  to  compensation  for  accidental  injury 
as  provided  by  the  Act,  On  the  other  hand,  in  the  case  of  those  county  and  local 
training  activities  conducted  by  individuals  other  than  representatives  of  the 
State  Council,  participating  volunteers  are  entitled  to  legally  prescribed  acci- 
dental injury  benefits  oaly  in  the  event  that  the  training  activities  previously 
shall  have  been  specifically  authorized  by  the  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense. 

Responsibility  for  obtaining  the  authorization  required  to  provide  for  payment 
of  legally  prescribed  accidental  injury  benefits  for  volunteers  accidently  injured 
in  civil  defense  or  disaster  training  activities  conducted  by  county  or  local 
civil  defense  officials  or  representatives  shall  rest  with  the  Directors  of  those 
county  and  local  civil  defense  orgariizations  scheduling  such  training  activities. 
County  and  Local  Directors  shall  use  this  form  for  the  submission  of  all  Training 
Authorization  Requests,  The  form  shall  be  prepared  and  filed  in  accordance  with 
the  instructions  listed  below. 

Instructions
